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XIV. 1877 Joseph Wright Of Bedford County, His Wife Ann (Hill) Wright, And His 


Descendants 

The parents of 1877 Joseph Wright of Bedford County have not as yet been 
identified. Nevertheless, the associations of between 1877 Joseph Wright and the 
family members and possible family members of William Wright, Sr., (Bedford County) 
make a connection with that family probable. The time range for the date of birth of 
1877 Joseph Wright makes it possible that he was either a son of William Wright, Sr. 
(Bedford County) or a son of William Wright, Jr., and grandson of William Wright, Sr., 
(Bedford County). If a strictly male line descendant surnamed Wright of 1877 Joseph 
Wright could be identified and would do Y-DNA sequencing, it may be possible to 
confirm the connection between 1877 Joseph Wright and William Wright, Sr., (Bedford 
County). In the meantime, further research will be required to identify the parents of 
1877 Joseph Wright of Bedford County. 

The remainder of this work will discuss the documentation that has been found 
for 1877 Joseph Wright, his wife Ann (Hill) Wright, and their descendants. 

On May 22, 1809, at Bedford County, Virginia, County Court Order Book 15/78 
an order was filed either for Joseph Wright or Joseph Fuqua to be bound to keep the 
peace: 


"On the complaint of Murphy Douglass, & hearing of the parties, It is ordered that 
Joseph Wright & Edward Reynolds be bound to keep the peace & be of good 
behavior toward all the citizens of this CommonWealth for 12 months each in the 
sum of One hundred Dollars & two Secys in the sum of fifty dollars each. 
Whereupon the said Joseph Fuqua together with Tamerlane W. W. Davis & 
William Fuqua his Securiteys and Edward Reynolds together with Tamerlane W. 
Davis & Charles Wright as his Secys came into Court and acknowledged 
themselves indebted to his excellency John Tylor Esq. governor of this 
ComWealth or to his Successors for the use of the sd Com.Wealth in the sums 
aforesd. Conditioned as aforesd." 


As will be set forth below, Joseph Wright was born on March 3, 1793, and, therefore, 
would have been about 16 years old at the time of this order. Given the persons who 
acted as sureties, it seems more probable that this order was directed to Joseph Fuqua 
rather than Joseph Wright.

The confusion in these two marriage records is apparently that Ann Hill was the 


daughter of Jane ( ) (Hill) Magan, that in listing the bride's name in the first record it 


was assumed that the bride's name was the same as her mother's last name, but this 
was incorrect because the mother had remarried and changed her name, and that the 
second record reflects the same marriage but with the bride's surname correctly listed. 

In his GenForum Posting #3792 dated December 28, 2001, Clarence Lee stated 
that in 1825 Caleb Watts made a bequest in his will to his daughter Jane Magann, 
indicating that Jane Watts had married first —_—_Hill, that Jane (Watts) Hilland 
Hill had a daughter Ann Hill, that _——_—_ Hill had died, and that Jane (Watts) Hill had then 
married ___ Magann or Magan. Clarence Lee also stated that Mitchell Watts, the 
surety for the Joseph Wright and Ann Hill Magan or Megan marriage bond, was a son 
of Caleb Watts and brother of Jane (Watts) (Hill) Megan or Magan. 

Marriage Bonds And Other Marriage Records Of Amherst County, Virginia 1763- 
1800 by William M. Sweeny listed that the following marriage bond: 
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“Hill, John, Jr., bachelor, and Genny Watts, spinster, November 30, 1793. 

William Watts, surety. Consent of her father, Charles Watts.” 
Genny was often used as a nickname for Jeanne or Jane and this record indicates that 
Jane or Genny Watts married first John Hill, Jr., but the name of the father as Charles 
Watts is inconsistent with the name Caleb Watts listed above and further research will 
be required to determine whether this was the first marriage of Jane (_____ ) (Hill) 
Magan’s.
